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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

US Patent No. 6,269,314 to litawaki et al and US Patent No. 5,924,996 to Cho et 
al. represent the most relevant prior art. litawaki teaches a measurement portion for 
obtaining a plurality of measurement values (col. 3, lines 29-32 and lines 42-47; col. 3, 
line 65-col. 4, line 6 of litawaki), a selecting means for selecting an able-bodied person 
or a diabetic patient (fig. 6; col. 4, lines 7-10 and lines 42-59; col. 5, lines 5-10; col. 7, 
lines 29-33 of litwaki), and a calculation portion for calculating a blood sugar level based 
on a measurement value obtained in the measuring portion and the result of the 
selection by the selecting means (figs. 1 1 & 14; col. 5, line 1-67 of litawaki). The 
measurement portion of litawaki lacks obtaining the measurement values related to a 
body surface and a measurement environment including at least a measurement value 
related to heat measurement and the calculation portion of litawaki calculates the blood 
sugar level based on a single measurement value rather than a plurality of 
measurement values as claimed. 

Cho teaches a measuring portion for measuring blood sugar values based on 
heat radiating from a user’s skin and a temperature of the environment (col. 6, line 66- 
col. 7, line 27 of Cho), wherein such measurement values are clearly related to heat 
measurement. While it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of invention to use the measuring portion of Cho in place of the measuring portion 
of litawaki, as it would merely be the substitution of one known means for obtaining 
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blood sugar values for another, the combination would still lack a calculation portion that 
calculates the blood sugar level based on a plurality of measurement values, as claimed 
or a step of calculating the blood sugar level using the obtained plurality of 
measurement values, as claimed. 

Therefore, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a blood sugar 
level measuring apparatus or a blood sugar level measuring method wherein a blood 
sugar level is calculated using the obtained plurality of measurement values, in 
combination with all of the other limitations of the claims.
